Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives : 

Ar the adjournment of the last session, it was not 
anticipated that any necessity would exist for an ex- 
traordinary call of the o Assembly.. But, on

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examination, it has been ascertained that there is a 
mistake in the law authorizing the election of elec. 
tors of President and Vice-President of the United 
States. ‘The correction of this error is all-important, 
in order that Tennessee may have her full Weight in 
the approaching contest fer the Presidency. 

Fhere is one subject which d should not urge upon 
your consideration at this time, but for its importance 
to the community..-Common opinion, almost with 
one voice, Calls for a change in our Judiciary. Un- 
der the present system, the burden imposed upon the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, is greater than can be 
borne by men who have arrived to those years that 
best qualify them for the faithful and correct dis- 
charge of the duties of that high station ; and the con- ? 
sequence is, a delay of justice injurious to the people 
nt large, and almost ruinous to suitors. It would 
therefore, seem proper, with a view that the business 
ofthis court may be transacted with promptness, and 
with the ability worthy of the highest Judicial tribu- 
nal of the State, that it should be held only in two pla- 
ces; and that Courts of Chancery should be estab- 
lished in suitable districts. Whether it might not be 
a judicious revision of the present system tn increase 
the number of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
provide for the additional expense produced by that 
means, by diminishing the expense of some of the oth- 
er courts, isa matter worthy of your best attention. 
it would seem to be of the utmost consequence to haye 
awell crganized and efficient court, possessing the 
public confidence, to decide causes in the last resort. 
-And I never could see the necessity or propriety of 
having several successive appeals as to matters of 
fact, when a cause can be as well tried by one tribu- 
nal, having the power to grant new trials at far less 
expense than by appealing, if justice be not donein 
the first instance. The peace and happiness of eve- 
ry citizen depend so much on a well regulated judici- 
ary, that I cannot but solicit your attention to what I 
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-have heretofore communicatéd on -the subject, ‘and 
recommend it to your serious deliberations. +4 | 

Wehave reason to congratulate the State on the 
improved and improving condition of our circulating 
medium. Many of our banks are now paying specie, 
and a strong hope is entertained that the others wijl 
be able to commience the ensuing spring, beyond 
which time neither their necessities, the interest of 
the country, nor public sentiment, would seem to sanc- 
tion a delay of payment. I feel great pleasure in 
stating that the persons te whom is intrusted the man- 
agement of those institutions, so far as [can learn, are 
entitled to great credit for the continued exertions 
they are making to give to the country, as speedily 
as possible, a sound and durable currency. ‘Fhis is 
an object greatly to be desired, particularly by the 
agriculturalist, who is really the principal sufferer 
by the circulation of fluctuating and depreciated 
paper money. He pays a higher price for every: ar- 
ticle of merchandise he buys, and the instability of 
the value of paper money induces bim to purchase 
many things which the wants of his family do not re- 
quire, aud for which he has very little use. 

Although it may not be expedient to enter at thik 
time upon the consideration of a general plan for the 
promotion of those internal improvements, we so 
much need, yet no reason is perceived, why you might 
not properly incorporate private companies for the 
construction of turnpike roads. Public attention in 
some parts of the State, has been lately particularly 
directed towards this subject; and considerable anx- 
iety is felt, that authority should be given for an ear- 
ly commencement of the enterprise. - 

The office of Surveyor General of the ninth Sur- 
yeyor’s district, vacated by ihe resignation of Saml. 
Wilson, has been filled by the temporary appoinment 
of FF. L. Petty. ‘That of Entry-taker of Lincolx 
county, vacated by the death of Vance Greer, has been 
filled by the appointment of William P, Martin, and

appointment of Abraham Greeg. As the commissions 
under which those gentlemen act, will expire at the 
‘end ofthe present session, the permanent appoint- 
ment to the offices they hold will devolve on the Gen- 
eral Assembly at this time. 

The Marquis De La Fayette, whose name is inti- 
mately connected with the scenes of our revolutiona- 
ry strugyle, has lately arrived in the United States. 
The public manifestations of gratitude in his be- 
half, in the different parts of the Union, through 
which he has passed, are strong evidences that the 
American people are not unmindful of his useful ser- 
yices and disinterested devotion to the cause of liber- 
ty. In submitting to your consideration the propri- 
ety of the adoption of some measures expressive of 
the feelings of Tennessee towards that distinguished 
individual, I discharge a duty no less agreeable to 
myself than I am persuaded its performance will be 
to you. 

We have to regret that the season in some places 
has been attended with unusual sickness, and many 
of our friends and acquaintances, who a short time 
ago, mingled with us in the transaction of the ordi- 
nary business of life, are now no more.—Notwith- 
standing this, we have abundant reason to adore a 
gracious Providence, for the enjoyment of peace and 
prosperity, and for the blessings of civil and religious 
liberties, in a higher degree than they are possessed 
by any other nation on the globe.

The joint committee to whom was referved so much 
of the Governor’s message as relates-to the arrival of 
General Lafayette in the United States, recommend 
the adoption of the following preamble and resolu- 
tions, as expressive of the’ sentiments and feelings of 
this state: 

M'he General Assembly of Tennessee have heard, 
with much pleasure, of the arrival of Major-General 
Lafayette within the limits of the United States. In 
him we recognise the hero, the friend of national li- 
berty and the rights of man. And when we reflict 
on the present happy condition of the people of the 
United States—free from foreign or domestic oppres- 
sion, governing themselves by laws made by the re- 
presentatives of their own choice—the rights of each 
individual, however humble his situation, protected 
and guarded, by our institutions, from all oppression 
and violence from every quarter; we feel inexpressi- 
ble gratitude to those, by whose toils and valor such 
great blessings have been achieved for us. 

in this distinguished individual, we behold a disin- 
terested love of liberty, unexampled in the annals of 
history. He was a subject of another country, of 
noble birth, of ample fortune: he felt not the heavy 
hand that oppressed the American people. ‘Let so 
ardent was his love cf liberty, that he abandoned his 
native land, and all the endearmenis of domestic life, 
to aid the Americans m the ardaeus struggle ior li- 
bery and independence., dn the he ür of our greatest 
glean and despoudency, he arrived on our “glint es, 
and by N ‘presence, bis counsel, bis bravery, ang te 
résoaree, of bis fortum, be infusec fresh vigor into 
the minds of the friends of the American cause. He 
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soon entitled himself to, and received, thë friendship 
and confidence of the father of our country. He shared 
in his conncils, and participated in his dangers. For 
our liberties he fought. bled and conquered. 

We, therefore, on behalf of the citizens of the state 
of Tennessee, welcome Aim to our country, who was 
the friend of America when she needed friends, and 
whose toils and labors never ceased until our inde- 
pendence was acknowledged and confirmed. 

A hope is entertained by the General Assembly, 
that General Lafayette will not content himself with 
visiting the places alone which were the theatres of 
his military achievements and glory, but that. he will 
extend his visit to the western states, where he Will 
see for himself, the astonishing effects of that revolu- 
tion in which he so largely participated, and the in- 
fluence which liberty and equal Jaws produce upon 
the growth and prosperity of a nation. There are 
stil] amongst us a few of those worthies who stood by 
his side in hours * of peril and danger.” Their hearts 
would Jeap for joy at the sight of their chief, and 
their children would delight to honor him who led 
their fathers to victory and independence.

Your committee, however, impressed with a belief 
ihat there is no exclusive obligation on the General 
Assembly to claim an examination of this matter, are 
disposed to avoid it ; as well for the reason that it is a 
mode of examination very expensive to the state, as 
because it is a matter which the courts may more con- 
veniently, and perhaps more accurately determine. 

By the act of 1819, chap. 1, sec. 30, it is provided, 
“that amy seurveyor, principal or deputy, failing in 
any of the duties required by this act, shall be liable 
to be indicted in the circuit court of the county in 
which he shall reside, and punished by amercement 
and deprivation of his office, and incapacity to take it 
again.” : 

By this act, which created the office of surveyor, 
it was evidently designed by the Legislature, that 
maifeasance in office by the surveyors, was to be con- 
trolled by a tribunal different from and unconnected 
with the Legislature. It is true that the constitation 
declares, * that all civil officers under the state shall 
be liable to impeachment for any misdemeanor 1n of- 
fice,” yet itis not believed that this expression gives 
the assembly exclusive control of such officers, but 
merely a concurrent power with such other tribunal, 
as by their authority may be created. At any-rate, 
whatever may be alleged or urged upon this subject, it 
cannot be conceived that officers created by the Le- 
gislature, and which were unknown at its formation, 
may be proceeded against by any subordinate tribu- 
nal, which by the Legislature may be deemed neces- 
sary to be created.

shall be the duty.of the Secretary of State, with whom 
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the records of the commissioner’s office are deposited, 
to examine all suck claims as shall be filed, and pass 
ot their validity as heretofore done by the commissioner 
or board of commissioners for West Tennessee. Under 
these two sections, your committee believe, that the 
General Assembly, at their last session, intended to 
guard effectually against a practice which has since 
prevailed, of avoiding entries which had not bees 
perfected into grants, catsing the warrants to be ad- 
judicated, and then taken south and west of the Con- 
gressional reservation line for satisfaction. If any 
further or clearer prohibition were necessary, your 
sommitiee believe it might be found in the very first 
section of the act of 1825, ch. 35, under which itis 
practice prevailed. That section revives the act of 
{819, and all the acts made pursuant thereto, with ail 
their * restrictions,” with @##*¥ three exceptions: 
First, as lo the time of makigail}cations and return- 
ing plats: secondly, as tu drawing for priority oF 
entry: thirdly, any other provision that may contra- 
dict the true intent and meaning ofsaid act. 

This brings us to the consideration of the.act of 
1819, ch. 1, sec. 31, which creates the board of com- 
missioners, three in number, The 36th section pre- 
scribes the evidence necessary to procure a warrant 
for tost land. After requiring a copy of the grant and 
plat of interference, &c. it provides ** for such other ~ 
evidence,” &c. © and if the evidence established by 
seid claimants be considered valid by said commis- 
sioner, and sufficient to entitle him to other lands, it 
shall be the duty of said commissioner,” &c. In this 
section, although the evidence is specified, we disco- 
ver that a good deal is nevertheless left to the discre-
